When we first read the words, we in­ 
terpreted it as “Scots were here,” but 
cousin Mary, at Barrhill, immediately 
corrected this. ‘Scots Wha Hae’ means 
“Scots who have with Wallace Bled!” In 
London we were still longing to hear the 
words of the poem set to music. When we 
visited the Scotch House near Harrod’s 
Department Store, in London, a genial 
Scotsman, who is the owner, was playing 
a bagpipe. 
The roommate asked if we could buy 
a record or a cassette of the song, and 
he said that he did not have it for sale, 
but immediately played it on the bag­ 
pipe. 
He asked how long we would be in Lon- 
~ don and promised to have a cassette cut 
for us with both words and music if we 
would return the following day. We flew 
- to Chicago the following morning, so we 
have yet to hear it. (Probably those from 
foreign countries would have the same 
difficulty locating a record of the “Star 
Spangled Banner,” or “My Country, ’Tis 
o( Thee!”) 
The Burns Room in the Murray Arms 
Hotel on the Stranrae Road is dedicated 
to this Scot poet. It was in this room 
that the original poem was written and 
the letter given Dr. Hughes of Hereford 
in 1795. 
The room is bright and cheerful and 
has much brass and copper. The cup­ 
board on the white wall is bright red 
and lined with copper teapots of various 
sizes. There are two coach lights on 
either side. The large brass bedpan hangs 
on the wall and two large copper water 
pitchers are on the table. The window 
seats are almost two feet deep with red 
leather pads on them. The prints on the 
wail are signed by John Leech, and have 
witty inscription under each. 
The treasured item in the Hotel is the 
original copy of the letter and poem, 
“Scots Wha Hae,” written in that room 
August 8, 1795. It is in Bums’ hand­ 
writing. It was given at the time to Dr. 
Hughes Hereford and is now once again 
back in the Bums Room, from which it 
originated.

The Persbyterian 
Camp and Study Center has 
been in. operation for five years, 
and is used by all types of “peo­ 
ple-oriented” groups for semi­ 
nars. 
Rev. Fas sett claims changes 
.in. churches run in cycles and 
that one is evolving now. Prior 
to World War II, Sunday serv­ 
ices were simple, with evangel­ 
istic sermons and “living room 
hymns” enjoyed by those who 
attended. 
Following the end of the war, 
many Churches moved to the 
suburbs, building larger, more 
elaborate buildings. More em­ 
phasis was placed upon dignity 
*i?d ceremony in religion,.. Fro­ 
tes Unt ministers started wear­ 
ing the “clerical collars,” and 
symbolism 
became 
rampant. 
Singing by »he congregation be­ 
came “music lessons,” and the 
sanctuary became a place of 
quiet 
and 
meditation. 
Youth 
started turning away from re­ 
ligion, and attendance at church 
worship services dropped. 
College campuses started the 
change 
which 
seems 
to 
be 
spreading. Don Jr., our oldest 
son, went to a “retreat” where 
he heard Christ described as 
“a cool cat who was hung on a 
limb,” and the rock-opera “Jes­ 
us Christ, Superstar,”1 has be­ 
come 
popular on 
disc-jockey 
shows. Worship had become a 
spectator, rather than a par­ 
ticipation game. 
Churches are studying crea­ 
tive and innovative styles of 
worship to find “what turns 
people on” so that they feel 
worship has been an experi­ 
ence. Some are moving to dis­ 
cussion. by 'the congregation in. 
place of the sermon, returning 
to the form of teaching utilized 
by Christ. 
Reverend Fassett has grown 
a well manicured heard, match­ 
ing his 
flashing black eyes. 
During one service, he strolled 
through the congregation as he 
read the Sermon on the Mount. 
During an Easter Sunrise Serv­ 
ice, he distributed one gross of 
balloons. 
He 
said: 
“Shouldn’t Chris­ 
tians celebrate the fact that 
Christ has risen?” He pointed 
to the fact balloons are used

The 
International 
Sunday 
School Lesson for June 13 is en­ 
titled “The Coming Messianic 
Kingdom.” The word “ Messiah” 
means “The anointed one.” It 
was believed — and still is be­ 
lieved — that the Messiah would 
come and establish the kingdom 
of God upon the earth. There is 
much difference of opinion as to 
when the Messiah will appear or 
whether he has already appear­ 
ed. Whether he came in the past 
or will come in the future, he 
stands for human improvement. 
Through him a new order of life 
will be set up. There will be a 
new heaven and a new earth 
wherein dwelleth righteousness. 
Isaiah was one of the Major 
Prophets. He was a man of in­ 
fluence in the court of the King­ 
dom of Judah, He began his 
prophecies about 740 B.C. Cer­ 
tainly he is one of the outstand­ 
ing Biblical writers. His literary 
style was majestic. He had a 
deep insight into the meaning of 
history. He was devoted to the 
worship of one true God. Tradi­ 
tion has it that he finally lost 
his influence and suffered a 
cruel martyrdom. 
The Promise of Peace 
It was Isaiah who declared 
that a child would be born that 
“the government shall be upon 
his shoulder: and his name shall 
be called Wonderful, Counsellor, 
the mighty God, The everlasting 
Father, The Prince of Peace.” 
The sin problem is certainly 
the worst problem with which 
humanity has to deal. If all sin 
and wrongdoing were suddenly 
to be swept off the face of the 
earth, living would be different 
for all of us. War would cease. 
Honesty would supplant dishon­ 
esty. A spirit of love and good 
will would pervade the whole 
of human relations. Isuah de­ 
clared that when the Messiah 
came mankind would beat their 
swords into plowshares and their 
spears into pruning-hooks. The 
Prophet Joel proclaimed pre­ 
cisely the opposite. Prepare for 


war, he cried. “ Beat your plow­ 
shares into swords, and your 
pruning 
hooks 
into 
spears.” 
(Joel 3:9-10). 
Courage And Service 
We wonder in this distaught 
world of ours whether Isaiah’s 
prophecy of the Prince of Peace 
or Joel’s fortelling of universal 
war will finally win the day. It 
would certainly appear that with 
all our scientific advancement 
war would be swept from the 
face of the earth. We honor 
soldiers for in times of great 
danger they have stood between 
us and bitter enemies bent on 
destruction. There is no group 
that wants to see war brought 
to an end more than do soldiers 
of all ranks. There have been 
times when it seemed that war 
was inevitable. Since the year 
1900 more men have been killed 
in war than in all previous his­ 
tory. Today we are still lunging 
at one another’s throats. We 
know that war gets us nowhere, 
but in a world as unsettled as 
the world is today we are aware 
of the fact that we must keep 
ourselves armed and be prepar­ 
ed for any contingency. 


The Sunday School lesson 
for June 13 is entitled “The 
Coming Messianic Kingdom.* 
Isaiah 2:2-4; 9:2-7. 


Some believe that Christianity 
condemns strife of any kind. 
Others are realistic in their ap­ 
praisal of world affairs and they 
know that if we let up on arma­ 
ment we might find ourselves 
overrun and distaught. It was 
a great soldier who decleared 
that war is hell. Up to the pre­ 
sent time, however we have not 
seemed to find a substitute for 
war that will at the same time 
insure our safety. Some years 
ago forty thousand men were 
killed in Korea. Today an even 
larger total of casualties have 
taken place in South-East Aisa. 
Youth Today 
Will nothing get us away from 
this folly of war? Undoubtedly 


we have to keep armed and 
watch that no nation, or any 
group within nations (such as 
Communism) will rise up again­ 
st us and destroy us in our 
weakness. We hate war. We 
honor soldiers for their bravery 
and willingness to sacrifice. Wa 
regard the future with apprehen­ 
sion. The Prophet Isaiah declar­ 
ed that “the people that walked 
in darkness have seen a great 
light: they that dwell in the land 
of the shadow of death, upon 
them hath the light shined. 
It was said of Goethe, the Ger­ 
man man of letters, that he cri­ 
ed out with his last breath, 
“ More light, more light.” 
Boys and girls today are not 
interested in the philosphy of 
war or peace. They have some­ 
thing tremendous at stake — 
namely, their own lives. Anyone 
who wants to condemn youth to 
day had better keep silence for 
a while until he realizes that to­ 
day’s young people are idealis­ 
tic. that they are willing to die 
for their country' provided the 
welcome of the country is endan­ 
gered. For the true Christian 
believer the future is suffused 
with hope. We have cured in­ 
numerable physical diseases in 
the past one hundred years. War 
is a disease and can be cured if 
youth, middle age, people in 
high station and in low stand up 
and declare that the life of the 
world must be made safe and 
that justice must everywhere 
prevail. 
There are but three classes of 
men—the retrograde, the sta­ 
tionary and the progressive.

The picture on the left shows 
a farm barn built on a farm at 
the west edge of Rushville m 
the early 1900s, by Walter Wain- 
wright, for Bruce Graham, 
owner of the farm. Mr. Wain- 
wright was the father of Mau­ 
rice (Porky) Wainwright, of this 
city. This was a barn for race 
horses which Mr. Graham, train­ 
ed on a half-mile track, back of 
the barn. 
In 1948 the barn, with 85 acres 
was purchased by William G. 
Waggoner, from A r t e m u s 
Leach, a son-in-law of Mr. Gra­ 
ham, who had farmed the land 
for many years. Mr. Waggoner 
continued a farm and dairy op­ 
eration. Then after eight years 
and the development of housing 
on most of the acreage north of 
the barn, by the W. G. Wag- 
U.S. To Enforce 
Stricter Rules 
On Advertising 
WASHINGTON (AP) — “Slip 
behind the wheel of an Arma­ 
dillo GT8. Relax for just a mo­ 
ment in unmatched extra room 
and comfort. Then crank up the 
most eager power plant in its 
class and savor a command of 
the road you’ve never known.” 
If you’ve ever seen an au­ 
tomobile 
advertisement 
like 
that and wondered what "com­ 
mand of the road” meant, what 
"its class” is or what "extra 
room and comfort” is com­ 
pared to, help is on the way. 
The Federal Trade Commis­ 
sion announced Thursday it will 
demand 
advertisers 
either 
document their claims or face 
deceptive advertising charges. 
Robert Pitofsky, head* of 
FTC’s bureau of consumer pro­ 
tection, said the policy will be 
implemented first in the auto 
industry within the next 30 
days, then gradually extended 
to other big advertisers. 
Pitofsky said the agency 
won’t be able to do much with 
claims about how great some­ 
thing tastes. "But if a firm ad­ 
vertises its product as being 
twice as good at half the cost 
as any other product in its 
class, we will ask how that can 
be proved..”'
